Local officials addressing 
fireworks related complaints

Law enforcement officers are in 
their educational mode, but will 
soon turn on their enforcement 
mode as the prevalence of commer- 
cial grade fireworks continues to 


soar, 
The City of Grayling has an ordi- 


nance pertaining to fireworks in reg- 
ulations regarding offenses against 
public safety. The ordinance says 
that no person shail explode any 
fireworks or firecrackers except 
with written permission of the 
Grayling City Council. 

Grayling City Manager/Police 
Chief Doug Baum said officers 


could also issue citations to people 
who set off fireworks as a breach of 
public peace. The ordinance says 
that no person shall make any 
breach of the peace, either by mak- 
ing any unnecessary loud and dis- 
turbing noise or by causing any 
other public disturbance. 

Grayling City Attorney Michael 


Edwards was asked to review the 
ordinances to determine if they con- 
flicted with the Michigan Fireworks 
Safety Act. The state law, which 
legalized the sale of consumer fire- 
works in Michigan for the first time 
since the 1930s, went into effect on 
Jan. 1, 2012.

jt all started with a phrase that should 
never be uttered: “How hard can it be?” 

Bobby Ryan, a 1983 Grayling High 
School graduate, left Grayling to work for 
NASA. Luckily he was accepted right 
away as a volunteer for NASA’s Ames 
Research Center, Moffett Field, Calif. He 
was assigned to the Quiet Short-haul 
Research Aircraft (QSRA), Over the next 
several years, he was picked up as a paid 
employee in various capacities and had the 
Opportunity to work on seven programs 
including: the Stratospheric Observatory 
for Infra-red Astronomy, National Full 
Scale Aerodynamics Complex at Ames and 
then the Lunar and Mars Exploration 
Office, Planet Surface Systems, Space 
Station Program Office and Mission 
_ Operations Directorate at Mission Control 
at the Johnson Space Center, roel 


Texas. 


While still in Grayling Ryan gave NASA 
presentations to his class in fourth grade, 
gained an advanced SCUBA certification at 
age 13 and started flight training as a pilot 
in command at age 15 while living in front 


of the airport.

Beginning Aug. I, the 
Crawford County Building 
and Zoning Department 
will be requiring building 
permits for reroofing, resid- 
ing and installing windows 
in at least the City of 
Grayling. 

The county board, at its 
regular monthly meeting 
last week, agreed to regu- 
late the home improvement 
projects in the city limits. 

The Crawford County 
Building and Zoning 
Department handles build- 
ing code inspections for the 
City of Grayling. 

The Grayling = City 
Council recently requested 
inspections for reroofing, 
residing and installing win- 
dows and doors, 

The request was prompt- 
ed by a high number of 
foreclosed homes being 
purchased in the city. 
Investors are purchasing the 
homes, making cosmetic 
repairs and selling or rent- 
ing them. : 


“We saw it as a health and 


safety concern to protect the 
unsuspecting homebuyer,” 
said Grayling City 


Manager/Police Chief Doug 
Baum. “Someone could buy 
that home full of black 
mold that has been covered 
up and they wouldn’t know 
anything about it until down 
the road.” 

In one instance, Baum 
said the buyer of a home 
had placed wood over exit- 
ing roofing shingles, then 
placed a layer of shingles 
over the top. The wood, 
sandwiched between the 
shingles, created a potential 
fire hazard. 

Joe Duran, the director 
for the Crawford County 
Building and Zoning 
Department, said no permit 
is needed if a city resident ts 
replacing a few windows or 
a door. Permits, however, 
are required if the home- 
owner is changing the 
integrity of the structure of 
the home. Permits are also 
required for commercial 
property owners if they are 
replacing a door. 

In 2009, Duran recom- 
mended the Crawford 
County Board approve the 
new fees to protect the 
unknown public regarding 
the new building require- 
ments.

MAKING SENSE OF INVESTING 
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Duran said the inspec- 
tions covered by the fee 
would ensure the work was 
being done to manufactur- 
er’s specifications. The 
inspections would also pro- 
tect the health, safety and 
welfare of county residents 
by cutting down mold and 
mildew contamination in 
homes and helping elimi- 
nate complaints that go to 
the Department of 
Consumer and Industry 
Affairs for shoddy work. 

The fee request was 
prompted by a state law, 
which went into effect on 
June |, 2009, which amend- 
ed the Michigan Residential 


Code and incorporates 
International Residential 
Code specifications for 


family dwetlings into state 
building requirements. 
Reroofing, residing and 
installing windows were 
among 13 home improve- 
ment and maintenance pro- 
jects the state mandated 
inspections to be complet- 
ed, Duran said. 

The county board reject- 
ed the proposal to adopt the 
fees in 2009 for reroofing, 


_ residing and installing win- 


dows because they believed 
it would place a hardship on 
homeowners and contrac- 
tors. 

The Crawford County 
Building and Zoning 
Department handles build- 
ing code inspections for 
four of the six townships in 
the county. 


Crawford ‘County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said Beaver Creek 
Township, Lovells 


Township and South Branch 
Township did not want to 
have the inspections 
required in their jurisdic- 


tion. Compo said he did not 
receive a response from 
Maple Forest Township 
regarding the issue. 

Grayling Charter 
Township and Frederic 
Township handle their own 
building inspections. 

Doug Pratt, the Frederic 
Township fire chief and 
building inspector, said the 
township did not want to 
require the inspections at 
this lime. 

“They didn’t want to put 
more burden on the resi- 
dents with fees and permits 
with the way the economy 
is right now,” Pratt said, 

When the fees were first 
discussed, a $90 fee was 
proposed for the inspec- 
tions. Duran lowered his 
request to $75. 

County Commissioner 
Kathy Rogers was success- 
ful in getting the board to 
lower the inspection fee to 
$60. A $50 application fee, 
which was already required, 
will remain the same. 

County officials would 
have liked to see the inspec- 
tions required countywide. 

Rick Anderson, chairman 
of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, 
said the inspections would 
ensure that workmanship 
met manufacturer’s specifi- 
cations and preserve the 
warranty for the materials. 

“There are a bunch of 
loopholes and pitfalls that 
we as a county can catch if 
we get involved,” Anderson 
said. 

Duran said that a majority 
of issues with homes are in 
the city since asbestos and 
lead paint are discovered 
when home improvement 
and maintenance projects 
are being completed. 


Help Center 
broken into

The Crawford County

The burglary occurred 
sometime between late 
Saturday, June 23, and 
early Sunday, June 24, said 
Grayling City Police 
Officer A! Somero. 

Marianne Gosnell, the 
director for the Crawford 
County Community 
Christian Help Center, said 
volunteers completed inte- 
rior improvement work 
inside the building around 
5:30 p.m. Saturday. The 
break in was discovered on 
Sunday morning. 

Thieves threw a rock 
through a window, located 
on the east side of the 
building, to gain access. 

A lap top computer, 
which was donated to the 
Help Center by Gosnell, 
was taken during the break 
in, Later, it was discovered 
that cash, but no coins were 
taken from a petty cash box 
at the Help Center. 

The Crawford County 

Community Christian Help 
Center has operated in the 
community for 20 years, 
operating a food pantry for 
those in need, providing 
clothing and some financial 
assistance, 
_ The Help Center paid to 
have the window replaced, 
but will go without the lap 
top computer. 

“It’s disgusting,” Gosnell 
said of the break in. “It 
feels disheartening that 
something like this would 
happen.” 

Somero is following up 
on some leads based on 
evidence gathered at the 
crime scene.

S.P.A.N, Its aim was to pro- 
vide needed services and 
assistance to an ailing space 
program that included a 
small engineering project. 
What started as a small idea 
quickly mushroomed into 
the construction of a full- 
scale Space Shuttle mock- 
up. After a time with its 
original purpose changed he 
searched NASA for a need 
fora mock-up. He was then 
contacted by the Space 
Shuttle Fire Rescue Team at 
NASA’s Kennedy Space 
Center, Fla. They enthusi- 
astically told Ryan, “NASA 
needs it, your country needs 
it, build it for us. “ 

“Our trainer was only 
supposed to last a few years 
and it’s been sunk in a 
swamp, with no finances to 
replace it,” Ryan — said. 


“Every little boy dreams of 


the, day. NASA. and «the 
country Hecds him fora spe- 
cial mission.” 

Though his university aad 
no interest in the project, 
Ryan moved it 30 miles 
away, now the size of a two- 
story building. After several 
moves it finally settled on a 
strawberry farm in Santa 
Maria, Calif. There con- 
struction continued, al) with 
no formal funding. All 
materials, cquipment and 
services were provided by 


donations with Ryan work- 
ing as a volunteer. Finally 
with a housing development 
encroaching on the farm it 
was time to move again. 
This was after the Columbia 
accident and the Shuttle 
Program had a_ retirement 
date. Ryan was allowed 
access into the Columbia, 
prior to the disaster, to go 
inside to obtain necessary 
dimensions. He sectioned 
the trainer into three build- 
ing size pieces for transport 
to the opposite side of the 
continent. 

With unmitigated gall he 
attached it to an 89-foot rail- 
car designed to carry Army 
tanks. 

After three nail biting 
months the trainer, sent as a 
special high-wide — load, 
made its way across the 
Unites States and finally 
into the Kennedy Space 
Center. The trainer now had 
a name. Using the runner 
up name for the last Space 
Shuttle “Resofution,” after 
18th-century British explor- 
er Capt. James Cook’s sec- 
ond ship used in the explo- 
ration in the South Pacific, it 
was decided that an excla- 
mation mark would be 
added, to make its name 
‘Resolution!’ 

Arriving at The Cape with 
the Shuttles solid rocket 
boosters on adjoining rail 


cars the Resolution! was 
brought through the section 
of the center with the huge 
Vehicle Assembly Building 


in the controlled access arca- 


and as such became the only 
other Shuttle to be part of 
the Space Shuttle  ficet. 
After which it was felt by 
the NASA lfegal department 
that the trainer should finish 
its construction outside of 
the center for Hability rea- 
sons. Ona spot of land right 
outside the gale, work con- 
tinued for four and a half 
years. During that time two 
hurricanes and a tornado 
wreaked havoc on it, being 
without a hangar. 

During the tornado, Ryan 
took refuge in the trainer. 

“He said to God if you 
take this Shuttle one inch off 
the ground | get astronaut 
wings,” Ryan said. 

Due to a Shuttle accident, 


a new president and hurti- 
cane damage of the trainer 
“the program ended. 


Even 
the seven year, $6 billion 
Constellation Program to 
replace the Shuttle died. 
The history of NASA is lit- 
tered with years of effort, 
money, and tears that have 
been for naught due to 
politicians using NASA as a 
political football.

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ALONG ABOUT this time each 
year, Americans should take time 
to consider at least for a few 
moments who we are and how we 
got here. 

July Fourth is celebrated as 
Independence Day in the United 
States, in honor of that day in 1776 
when the Continental Congress 
adopted our country’s Declaration 
of Independence, setting our 
course as a people, and placing the 
not-quite-born nation on = an 
inevitable clash of arms with 
England. 

We recognize as heroes and 
patriots those men and women 
who pledged everything for free- 
dom from the oppressor ~ that is, 
the England of those days under 
King George, which saw them as 
unfaithful upstarts, not heroes, and 
rebels, not patriots. 

It took more years of uncertain- 
ty, sacrifice and battle — including 
six years, nine months, from July 
1776 until April 1783, in what we 
know as the Revolutionary War — 
before the first Constitution was 
established in 1879, and the 
United States of America made up 
of all 13 former colonies of the 
British Crown became united as 
one,

Birthday thoughts for our United States of America 
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* * * 


“WHEN IN THE course of 
human events, it becomes neces- 
sary for one people to dissolve the 
political bands which have con- 
nected them with another, and to 
assume among the powers of the 
earth, the separate and equal sta- 
tion to which the Laws of Nature 
and of Nature’s God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of 
mankind requires that they should 
declare the causes to impel them to 
the separation. 

“We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain unalien- 
able rights, that among these are 
Life, Liberty and the pursuit of 
Happiness. 

“That to secure these rights, 
governments are instituted among 
Men, deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed.” 

Those are the opening para- 
graphs of the Declaration of 
Independence. Then followed dis- 
cussion of how England had been 
treating the colonies and a list of 
27 specific citations of how the 
King had established “an absolute 
Tyranny” over the colonies, and 
how the Crown had refused to act 


Letters 
to the 


on their complaints, all reasons 
that “the United Colonies are, and 
of Right ought to be, Free and 
Independent States” and “absolved 
from all Allegiance to the British 
Crown,” 

The concluding paragraph: 
“And for the support of this 
Declaration, with a firm reliance 
on the protection of divine 
Providence, we mutually pledge to 
each other our Lives, our Fortunes 
and our sacred Honor.” 

Actually war against the British 
already had begun. George 
Washington had been named to 
head the Colonial Army. Battles 
had been fought at Lexington, 
Concord and Breed’s Hill. The 
Colonies had taken Ticonderoga 
and Crown Point. But an official 
statement of independence was 
lacking. 

The Declaration of 
Independence truly is a remark- 
able document. It should be. The 
committee assigned by the 
Continental Congress to prepare it 
was headed by Thomas Jefferson 
and included John Adams, 
Benjamin Franklin, Robert 
Livingston and Roger Sherman, 


with Jefferson preparing the draft. 
* * * 


WE HAVE BEEN celebrating 
America’s birthday on July Fourth 
pretty much ever since although it 
was not declared as a federal legal 
holiday until 1941. 

According to the World Book 
Encyclopedia, the first 
Independence Day public celebra- 
tion was in Philadelphia on July 8, 
1776, only four days after the doc- 
ument was signed in Philadelphia, 
then the capital of the colonies. 
“The Declaration was read, bands 
played, and the people rejoiced,” 
World Book reports. 

John Adams, who helped write 
the Declaration and was the sec- 
ond president to serve under it, had 
glorious ideas about how the 
nation should celebrate. He said: 

“I am apt to believe that it will 
be celebrated by succeeding gen- 
erations as the great anniversary 
festival. It ought to be commemo- 
rated as the day of deliverance, by

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political scare tactic 


To the editor: 

In his June 21, 2012 letter 
to the editor, Jeff McMann 
mentioned a rumor going 
around that if a new board is 
elected Beaver Creek Fire 
Department would be 
closed. That possibility is 
so unrealistic that one won- 
ders if it is a political scare 
tactic perpetrated by sup- 
porters of the status quo. 

But what should happen, 
and what Mr. McMann calls 
for in his letter, “Let’s do 
what is right for the taxpay- 
ers of the township,” is that 
the Fire Chief Ed Holtcamp 
should get his wings 
clipped. ft won’t happen if 
the incumbent Supervisor 
and Clerk are returned to 
office. Over the last 10 
years I have attended many 
Township Board meetings 
as Mr. McMann suggests 
we do. I[f you do you'll 
learn who actually runs the 
Township. 


Over the years you would 
from time-to-time hear from 
Board members about the 
tax savings provided by the 
Fire Chief. My impression 
is that he costs the 
Township far more than he 
saves. 

An example that recently 
came to my attention is an 
Employment Agreement 
between the Township and 
Edward R. Holtcamp. The 
term of the Agreement ran 
from July 1, 2007 to June 
30, 2011. The agreement 
was executed by Sharon 
Hartman, Clerk and Lee 
Riley, Supervisor. By the 
way, former supervisor 
Riley ts now seeking elec- 
tion to Treasurer. 

In addition to his base 
salary, the Agreement called 
for an increase to Holtcamp 
of $2,500.00 each succeed- 
ing year of his employment. 
It is not clear what addition- 
al services necessitated the 


Agreement. It seems to me 
a sneaky way to obtain a 
raise when nobody else was 
receiving any or were being 
reduced. Seems to me likea 
gift for just hanging around. 
The Agreement contains no 
significant quid pro quo, 
only that the “...Employee 
shall be available to provide 
assistance to the 
Employer..."? So the tax- 
payer received nothing in 
retum under this agreement 
that they didn’t have 
already. 

Finally, I note that there is 
a clause in the contract that 
calls for termination for 
“,.conviction of any crimi- 
nal offense...”.. The Board 
had a chance to clip the Fire 
Chief’s wings but failed to 
act upon this provision of 
the Agreement.

The law allows the sale of 
Roman candles, bottle rock- 
ets and other items that 
leave the ground. 

Baum said that Edwards 
determined that only one 
conflict was at’ issue 
because the state law says a 
municipality cannot enforce 
an existing ordinance the 
day before, the day of and 
the day after a national holi- 
day. 

“Our current fireworks 
ordinance will not apply to 
that,’ Baum said. 

Officers, however, could 
still enforce the fireworks 
complaints with the com- 
munity’s ordinance regard- 
ing creating a disturbance 
around federal holidays. 

“If you are creating a dis- 
turbance, especially if its 12 
or 1 o’clock in the morning, 
the officers will enforce the 
nuisance ordinance,’ Baum 
said, 

Since there is confusion 
with the state law and the 
city ordinance, Baum said 
police officers are currently 
educating people about 
local fireworks regulations. 

“If it continues, we are 
going to start issuing cita- 
tion,” Baum said. 

A civil citation fine is $50 
for the first violation within 
a three-year period. A sec- 
ond violation within a three- 
year period carries a $250 
violation. And a third viola- 
tion within a three-year 
period results in a $500 fine. 

As spring and summer 


weather arrived, Baum said 
officers have responded to 
numerous complaints to 
address people setting off 
fireworks in the city. 

“It started out really bad, 
but it’s started to taper off, 
Baum said. 

People who still have 
problems with fireworks 
are encouraged to call 
Central Dispatch. 

“If people have problems, 
they need to call and dis- 
patch will dispatch a car if 
one is available,” Baum 
said. 

Fireworks may not be 
used on public, school or 
private property of another 
person’s unless express per- 
mission is obtained to use 
fireworks on that property. 

“If fireworks land on 
someone else’s property, 
they could be liable for 
damages,” Baum said. 

Under the act, a six per- 
cent fireworks safety fee is 
collected in addition to the 
six percent sales tax collect- 
ed by the retailer on the 
retail sale of both consumer 
and low-impact fireworks. 
The fees are used to fund 
the operations of the Bureau 
of Fire Services and fire- 
fighter training. 

While local officials 
believe the firefighter train- 
ing is a good benefit, they 
feel that state officials were 
short-sighted based on the 
demand fireworks com- 
plaints have placed on 
police officers and 911 dis- 
patchers. 


The rest of the municipal- 
ities in Crawford County are 
relying on noise ordinances 
to enforce complaints 
involving fireworks. 

Crawford County 
attempted to adopt a county- 
wide noise ordinance 
requested by Sheriff Kirk A. 
Wakefield in 2009. County 
officials, however, discov- 
ered that a Michigan 
Attorney General’s opinion 
determined that a county 
could not adopt a noise ordi- 
nance. The ordinance had to 
be adopted by each munici- 
pality in the county. 

Grayling Charter 
Township has a noise ordi- 
nance, but it was adopted in 
the 1967. 

Wakefield said he is 
ordering his deputies to 
enforce fireworks com- 
plaints in Grayling Charter 
Township as a violation of 
the noise ordinance. The 
ordinance carries a $100 
fine or 30 days in jail, but 
leave the penalties up to the 
discretion of court officials. 

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said the Frederic Township 
Board wants to move for- 
ward with adopting a noise 
ordinaiwe. 

Compo said each munici- 
pality in the coun'y is being 
encouraged to adopt a uni- 
form noise ordinance so that 
it can be enforced and pros- 
ecuted properly by county 
authorities. 

Wakefield said his 
deputies have been hit hard 


with fireworks related com- 
plaints. 

“We get complaints every 
single day, of some sort, 
about fireworks,” Wakefield 
said. 

While the Michigan 
Fireworks Safety Act brings 
in extra revenue and traffic 
for the businesses since peo- 
ple don’t have to go out to 
state, Wakefield considers 
the law to be a terrible deci- 
sion on behalf of state law- 
makers. 

“If people would use 
them responsibly, that 
would be fine,’ Wakefield 
said. 

County Commissioner 
Cheryll Ruley noted that all 
types of fireworks are pro- 
hibited in the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests. 

“They need to realize that 
they just can’t set them off 
anywhere,” she said. 

County leaders planned 
to contact the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources to determine how 
fireworks usage can be reg- 
ulated during red-flag wild- 
fire conditions. 

Although there has been 
some rain showers recently, 
drought conditions are crop- 
ping up as the Fourth of July 
holiday approaches. 

“It doesn’t take just two 
days from when we’ve had 
rain to be right back into 
where we have red-flag 
wildfire danger,” said Rick 
Anderson, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners.

Proposal to hike 
payment in lieu 
of taxes passes 


Local governments and 
school districts with state 
property in their jurisdiction 
could receive additional 
funding in their payment in 
licu of taxes (PILT) from the 
state this year thanks to feg- 
islation introduced by Rep. 
Peter Pettalia, R-Presque 
isle, and approved by the 
Michigan 
Representatives last week. 

The Legislature is adjust- 
ing its 2012 spending ptan 
with year-end supplemental 
appropriations bills and 
Pettatia’s amendment added 
almost $1.3 million to the 
pot for local PILT payments. 

The legislation still has to 
go to the Senate for consid- 
eration,

and ever increasing opera- 
tion costs have put local 
government budgets in a 
real bind the last few years, 
but the PILT payments have 
always been considered a 
fraction of where the taxes 
would be if the property was 
in private hands,” Pettalia 
said. “The Legislature has 
worked to up the payment 
rate year after year, and thts 
time IT am happy to report 
there will be additional 
money in the calculations.” 

The proposed = PILT 
increase is tapping $1 mil- 
lion from the state general 
fund, $273,600 from the 
Game and Fish Protection 
Fund and $25,800 from the 
Michigan State Waterways 
Fund. 

The state pays local gov- 
ernment entities a flat 
perfacre amount for certain 
qualified land in place of ad 
valorem assessed taxes, a 
tax based on the value of 
rea) estate or personal prop- 
erty, depending on how the 
state acquired the land. 
Property categories for the 
PILT distribution are com- 
mercial forest reserve, pur- 
chased land and swamp/tax 
reverted lands.

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State Fire Marshal 
calls for extreme 
caution, safety when 
using fireworks 


With the upcoming 
Fourth of July holiday, State 
Fire Marshal Richard Miller 
today urges Michiganders to 
adhere to strict safety mea- 
sures and take every precau- 
tion when discharging fire- 
works especially during the 
continuing dry and hot 
weather across Michigan. 

“Safety and adult supervi- 
sion is critically important 
whether you’re celebrating 
with sparklers or the larger, 
more powerful legalized 
fireworks,” said Miller. 
“Any small spark or misfire 
can lead to an out-of-control 
situation where people can 
easily sustain severe injuries 
Or unintentionally start fast- 
spreading fires that can lead 
to loss of life and property.” 

Miller said there are an 
increasing number of 
reports of firework-related 
incidents: people in critical 
condition after fireworks 
detonated in their faces; fire 
damaging or destroying 
homes and garages that 
started with unsupervised 
children setting off bottle 
rockets with hot embers 
falling onto dry leaves and 
starting fires. 

The Michigan Fireworks 
Safety Act (Public Act 256 
of 2011) effective January 1, 
2012, legalized the sale and 
use of consumer or 1.4g 
fireworks in Michigan. 
Consumer fireworks are 
items such as Roman 
Candles, bottle rockets, sky 
lanterns, and other items 
that leave the ground. Low 
impact fireworks — ground- 
based items such as 
sparklers, snakes, snaps, and 
poppers remain legal for 
sale and use. Firecrackers, 
cherry bombs, M80s and 
similar devices remain ille- 
gal. Display fireworks such 
as 1.3g and above are regu- 
lated and licensed for pur- 
chase and use by the Federal 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms. 

Individuals 18 years of 
age or older, upon showing 
proof of their age with a dri- 
ver’s license, military iden- 
tification card, enhanced 
driver’s license or passport, 
can purchase consumer fire- 
works from any authorized 
retailer. An authorized 
retailer, by law, must have a 
Consumer Fireworks 
Certificate prominently dis- 
played in their facility. Ifa 
retailer sells consumer fite- 
works without a Consumer 
Fireworks Certificate issued 
by the Michigan 
Department of Licensing 
and Regulatory Affairs, 
Bureau of Fire Services, that 
retailer is doing so illegally. 
These retailers are subject to 
being convicted of a misde- 
meanor and subject to a fine 
of $5,000 per day they are in 
violation of the Act and may 
face imprisonment of not 
more than two years. 

The Michigan Fireworks 
Safety Act: 

¢ Prohibits a person from 
using consumer fireworks or 
low-impact fireworks while 
under the influence of alco- 
hol or drugs. 

¢ Prohibits consumer fire- 
works on public, school, 
church or private property 
of another person without 
that organization’s or per- 
son’s express permission, 
To do so, in violation of the 
law may result in a civil fine 
of up to $500. 

¢ Prohibits consumer fire- 
works on public, school, 
church or private property 
of another person without 
that organization’s or per- 


son’s express permisston. 
To do so, in violation of the 
law may result in a civil fine 
of up to $500. 

* When fire-related inci- 
dents involve consumer, low 
impact, or iHegal fireworks 
resulting in property dam- 
age, injury or death of 
another person, individuals 
are subject to being convict- 
ed of a misdemeanor or 
felony punishable — by 
imprisonment (of not more 
than five to 15 years), and/or 
fines (ranging up to $1,000, 
$5,000 or $10,000), depend- 
ing upon the severity of the 
crime. 

“Although fireworks and 
celebrations go together, 
fireworks can be dangerous, 
causing serious burn and 
eye injuries,” said Miller. 
“You can prevent fireworks- 
related injuries and deaths 
by promoting fireworks 
safety where you live and 
during your family and 
neighborhood celebrations.” 

Here are some important 
fireworks safety tips: 

Never allow young chil- 
dren to play with or ignite 
fireworks. 

Always purchase your 
fireworks from an autho- 
rized retailer. 

Follow the manufactur- 
er’s directions for the proper 
use of your device. 

Avoid buying fireworks 
that are packaged in brown 
paper as this is often a sign 


_that the fireworks were 
-made for. professional dis- 


plays and that they could 
pose a danger to consumers. 

Always have an adult 
supervise fireworks activi- 
ties. Parents don’t realize 
that young children suffer 
injuries from sparklers. 
Sparklers burn at tempera- 
tures of about 2,000 degrees 
— hot enough to melt some 
metals.

Back up 
to a safe distance immedi- 
ately after lighting fire- 
works, 

Never try to re-light or 
pick up fireworks that have 
not ignited fully. 

Never point or throw fire- 
works at another person, 
animals, houses, trees or 
shrubs. 

Keep a bucket of water or 
a garden hose handy in case 
of fire or other mishap. 

Light fireworks one at a 
time, then move back quick- 
ly. 

Never carry fireworks in a 
pocket or shoot them off in 
metal or glass containers. 

After fireworks complete 
their burning, douse the 
spent device with plenty of 
water from a bucket or hose 
before discarding it to pre- 
vent a trash fire. 

In addition to fireworks, 
another favorite item used in 
celebrations is sky lanterns. 
Sky lanterns are not fire- 
works but are classified as 
an aerial candle which when 
set aloft, are no longer under 
the control of the operator. 
They function much like a 
miniature hot air balloon 
and remain aloft for 10-12 
minutes. While producing a 
beautiful visual effect, sky 
lanterns can pose a signifi- 
cant fire hazard if not used 
properly. 

Here are some safety tips 
when using sky lanterns: 

Carefully read and follow 
the manufacturer’s direc- 
tions on the proper use of 
your sky Jantern. 

Always keep a supply of 
water or a fire extinguisher 
nearby. 

Young children must not 
be left unattended with a sky 
lantern or allowed to operate 
one. 

Check local weather con- 
ditions. Ensure that prevail- 
ing winds are not greater
